MEETSJISASTER 


One of the greatest disasters in the 


history of the world occurred last Sat- 
urday when the Cunard liner I.usi- 
tania was torpedoed and sunk by a 
German submarine off the coast of 
Ireland. 
Fftewn minutes after Ihe 


boat was struck it had gone down 
with two-thirds 
of ils passengers, 


1150 persons meeling death in the 
awful calamity. 
The Lus'tania was on her way to 


the British Isles, and had got wilhlr 
eight miles of the Irish coast whei 
w'thout warning she was struck with 
a torpedo and sent to the bottom, 
carrying with her 1150 people who 
hud no more to do with the war than 
those who remained in Ibis country. 
It is needless to say that the disaster 
has caused quite an upheaval in dip- 
lomalic circles, and thaO It will prob- 
ably cause more or less strained re 
luuor. s between Germany and tht 
United States, altho it is not expect 
ed that war will be declared agalns 
Germany, or anything of that kind 
as is the expectalion of some of the 
hot headed ones in the counlry.

well abreast of the times. Combined 
with other symptoms and examina- 
tions, it may be very useful in arous 
ing suspicion of danger of apoplexy 
kidney diseases and other chronic 
disorders. . 
In disease 
of arteries, 
kidney; 


•and the brain, blood pressure is in 
creased. In-exhausting diseases, such 
Bs.cancer and.tuberculosis, blood pres 
sure is usually abnormally low. To 
bacco and alcohol, used excessivelj 
are held to increase blood pressure 
as is over-eating, particularly of -the 
leaviemrticles of food. 


Many fatalities among expectan 
mothers 
have 
been prevented b; 
periodic examination of blood pres 
sure combined with the other estab 
Ished methods of examination pur 
sued by careful physicians. 


Physicians are frequently askec 
what the normal blood pressure is, on 
ihe assumption that there Is a defl 
nite scale, like the normal human 
aody temperature of 98.6 .degrees 
Fahrenheit for example. Such is no 
•he case. 
The blood pressure scale 


:s comparable to the scale of body 
weight. In that there is no exact nor 
mal and in that It is an abnormal In 
crease or decrease that is significant

atus offers the-doctor no substitute

assistant or tool.

These pa 
tients ask their trusted physicians ti 
observe and record their normal "in 
ternal'operations," -so that abnormal 
Ities will be more-readily recognlzec 
and interpreted in case of any disor 
der.Active, middle-aged business men 
especially those in sedentary occu 
pations, cannot insure their lives 
health-and financial interests more 
effectually- and economically than by 
baving attention, given to the condi 
tion of their artarles.

••It was not long after the mysterious 


affair, which I Iiavn related to you. in 
connection with the death of Abdul 
Aziz," began his excellency, "and 1 
had Just been promoted to the rank of 
charge d'affaires. 
lu this capacity i 


was entrusted with the French mission 
lo the court of one of those barbarous 
principalities In the southeast of Eu- 
rope, which have hardly yet recovered 
from their centuries of vassalage- to 
the Turks. In these unsettled societies 
acts of lawlessness and violence are 
rendered possible at which more civil- 
ized countries would be dismayed. 


"At the time of my arrival in the 


principality to the court of which I had 
been accredited, 1 found things in a 
very disturbed condition. As is always 
the case In theso petty states in the 
region of the Danube, Russia and Aus- 
tria were intriguing for the predomi- 
nance, and the whole population was 
rent Into factions accordingly, which 
pursued each other with the bitterest 
hatred. 


"This rivalry between the two pow- 


ers I have named had even extended to 
the palace, where the Austrian Incli- 
nations of George, the reigning prince, 
were counterbalanced by the Kusso- 
philo sympathies of his consort, Cath- 
erine, a princess of Russian extraction. 


"While 1 was preparing to walk 


warily among the pitfalls which sur- 
founded me. I was surprised one day 
nhortly after my arrival by a visit from 
5ho Russian minister, Baron Douren- 
skl. 


" 'I havo come,' he said, as soon as 


he had taken a seat and exchanged the 
usual compliments, 'to inform you that 
I am obliged to leave for Russia in two 
[lays' time. The business which re- 
(liilrcs iny presence Is important, and 
will, perhaps, detain me four or five 
-veeks.' 


"I bowed, and murmured a polite ex- 


pression of regret at the idea of losing 
•he society of the minister for so long 
a period. 


" 'That is not all. however,1 he pro- 


weeded to say. '1 have at the legation 
no cue whom I can trust to take my 
place properly while I am away. Shall 
I be trespassing too much on your good 
nature If I ask you 'to take charge of 
the interests of Kussia for these few- 
weeks?' 


"I was not altogether surprised by 


this request. 
At these petty courts, 


where there are no experienced secre- 
taries of legation to act during the ab- 
sence of their chiefs, it is not unusual 
for diplomatists to undertake these 
services for each other. It was, more- 
over, a compliment to me to ask me to 
act on behalf of a minister, whose rank 
la the diplomatic body is above that of 
a charge d'affaires, as you perhaps 
know." 


"Yes, 
a minister ranks next to an 


ambassador, does he not?" I said, as 
his excellency appeared to pause for 
an answer. 


"Exactly. It is only the greater pow- 


ers which are represented at each oth- 
er's courts by ambassadors. 
Smaller 


states send and receive ministers, aud 
those below them are satisfied with 
charges d'affaires. As a matter of fact 
only Austria and Russia thought it 
necessary to be represented bv minis- 
ters at the court of which I am speak- 
ing, a. circumstance due to th^ir con- 
flicting Interests in the Balkan penin- 
sula. But I perceive that I am becom- 
ing excessively tedious." 


I shook my head, out of complai- 


sance. But the ambassador had al- 
ready gone on. 


"Some of these details were, per- 


haps, necessary. As 1 have said, Baron 
Dourenskl's proposal was natural, and 
even gratifying. Nevertheless I did not 
at once give my consent. 


"'I am too much honored by the 


confidence you place in me,' I said, 
•but recollect, if you please, my dear 
DourensM, that I have only recently 
arrived In this country, and know 
nothlug of the political situation, Hp.d 
yon not batter apply to some colleague 
of older standing—to Sir Graham, for 
instance, the British charge d'affaires?' 


"He made an emphatic gesture of 


disapproval as I pronounced this name. 


"'Not for worlds, my dear fellow! 


That man is a mere tool of the Aus- 
trian minister's. No, I must have some- 
one whom I can trust, someone of real 
Independence and Judgment. Besides, 
our two countries are friendly; I 
thould leave the affairs of my legation 
In your hands with the same confi- 
dence as m those of a fellow-country- 
man.' 


"Thus pressed, I could find no ex- 


cuse' for declining the honor which 
Dourenski proposed to confer on me. 
He went on, to add: 


" 'There is one thing about which I 


must ask you to preserve the strictest 
secrecy.. In the mailbag of the lega- 
tion you will from time to time find 
letters addressed to M. Starovitch.

"I was received graciously by Prince 


George, and with still more cordiality 
by his beautiful and distinguished con- 
sort.

princess, who sat between me and the 
prince, while the prime minister was 
on my other side. The Austrian min- 
ister occupied the post ol honor on 
Prince George's right. I mention these 
details for a reason which you will 
perceive presently. 


"1 have said that the banquet was 


not a state one. Nevertheless the pres- 
ence of so many high functionaries Im- 
parted to it a more or less political 
air. As the evening advanced, 1 even 
began to perceive boinethins in the 
atmosphere which warned me that this 
gathering had some hidden signifi- 
cance. The prince, who was drinking 
freely, had hardly exchanged a word 
with his wife since we sat down, while 
he kept indulging In long confidential 
whispers with tho Austrian minister. 


"The princess, on her part, was evi- 


dently not at her ease. Whether or 
not she suspected that something con- 
trary to her wishes was on foot, I am 
unable to say. 
But she continually 


glanced at the prince with an anxious 
air and then turned and conversed 
with me in a light tone which was evi- 
dently artificial. At the same time M. 
Staroutch, on my left, was growing 
visibly nervous and depressed, while 
the faces of the other guest? displayed 
either triumph or apprehension, ac- 
cording to their secret sympathies. 


"I had not long to wait tor the key 


to all tliis. As soon as the dessert was 
placed before us, Prince George rose 
to his feet with an abrupt air, and fill- 
ing his glass to the brim, called out 
with marked intonation: 


•"Ladies and gentlemen, I ask you 


to drink the health of mj very good 
friend and cousin, the Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph!' 


"It was a demonstration. It was im- 


po<-dible to mistake the significance of 
these words. The> meant that Prince 
Gcoigc had arrived at an understand- 
ing with the court of Vienna, and that 
the friends of Russia In the princi- 
pality were crushed. 


"1 "turned from the exultant face of 


the Austrian envoy, who saw this 
triumph of his diplomacy, to 
the 


Princess Catherine. She had turned 
deadly pale as ahe rose from her seat 
in compliance with the prince's ex- 
ample, and slowly lifted hor glass to 
her lips, as if each drop that it con- 
tained were the most deadly poison. 


"The prime minister managed to 


conceal his chagrin with more skill. 
He drank the toast as though it were 
a meaningless ceremony, and quietly 
resumed his seat by my side. But as 
soon as the attention of those near 
us was diverted for a moment, he 
whispered softly in my ear: 


"'Baron Dourenski Is a prudent 


man. 
His absence has been well 


timed. 


"This was the first suggestion to me 


that any hidden strategy 
underlay 


Dourenskl's departure. I began to feel 
slightly uncomfortable, and to wish 
that this astute Russian had not made 
me the channel of his suspiclous're- 
mittances to the prime minister. 


"My uneasiness was not removed by 


Starovltch's next words, uttered in the 
same low tone: 


" 'There are certain 
precautions 


which the baron foresaw might be- 
come necessary in the event of any- 
thing of this Mnd taking place. The 
necessity having now arisen, I am 
compelled to ask you, as his repre- 
sentative, to come to my assistance. I 
have in my pocket at this moment an 
envelope containing certain papers of 
the highest importance, which it is es- 
sential that I should entrust to your 
care for a time.' 


"I could not restrain a look of an- 


noyance at this suggestion. It was by 
no means pleasant to find myself in- 
volved in the tortuous mazes of Rus- 
sian underground diplomacy, a diplo- 
macy of which I had heard a good 
deal, but with which I had not previ- 
ously come into direct contact. 


"However, I had accepted Douren- 


skl's confidence, and there was noth- 
ing to be done but to consent to the 
prime minister's request. 


" 'You may bring the packet you 


speak of to my residence tomorrow, if 
you please,' I answered coldly. 'I will 
put it in a place of safety till my 
colleague returns.' 


"M. Starovltch gave a slight frown. 


•I dare not wait till tomorrow,1 he 


returned quickly. 'The papers are of 
too much importance, and it is impos- 
sible to foresee what may follow this 
move. I must beg you to let me pass 
this envelope to you now, under tho 
shelter of the table. We do not know 
who may be observing us.' 


"Much annoyed at being asked to 


take part in these paltry maneuvers, I 
was nevertheless obliged to give my 
consent. 
Thereupon Starovitch pre- 


tended to turn his back on me and en- 
gage in conversation with his left- 
hand neighbor, while I saw his hand 
slowly creeping towards the poeket of 
his coat. 


"Following his 
example I also 


turned, and made a show of paying 
renewed attention to the princess. But 
the prince, who had perhaps remarked 
my whispered conference with his 
minister, now neglected the Austrian 
envoy, and commenced to engage me 
in a friendly discussion, in which the 
princess also took part. 


"While I was endeavoring to give 


my attention to their highnesses, I 
became conscious of a light touch on 
my knee.

He paused a moment, as if to ascer- 
tain what was the matter, whereupon 
the beggar left me, and commenced 
to assail the newcomer. I seized the 
opportunity to make my escape, and 
reached my bouse without further in- 
cident. 


"But the events of this night were 


not over. As soon as I got in, I went 
straight to my safe, and locked away 
the mysterious packet which had been 
confided to me by M. Starovltch. 
As 


1 did so I observed that the envelope 
was sealed with yellow wax, bearing 
the Russian imperial arms. I then 
sat down to a quiet game of chess 
with my attache, to tranquilize my 
nerves before going to bed. 


"We had been playing for some 


time, and I was just developing my 
final attack on his position, when we 
were disturbed by a loud commotion 
in the street outside. I cannot explain 
why it was, but this noise caused me 
the most dreadful shock. I sprang to 
my feet, pushing away the board, and 
commanded tho attache to go out and 
ascertain the meaning of the disturb- 
ance. 


"He came back In a minute or two,

It was 
ordinary enough in appearance, but 
when I took hold of one end to remove 
it, I found to my surprise that it was 
firmly attached to the material of the 
coat. 
" 'My tailor must be a very careless 


fellow,' I muttered, as I broke it off 
short. 'It must have come through 
from the lining.' 


attendants, lay the man who had sat 
at the dinner-table with me an hour 
before, still extended on the shutter on 
which he must have been brought 
there from the scene of the crime, and 
literally weltering in his blood. Some 
of h'is clothes had been removed and 
flung into a corner, when I arrived, 
and a doctor, who must have preceded 
me by barely a minute, was turning 
over the body ot the unconscious man, 
in his search for the fatal wound. 


"I was just in, time to see it—a hide- 


ous pit in the back, into which I could 
have thrust my two fingers, and from 
whlclL-the thick black blood began to 
ooze afresh as the doctor shifted the 
position of the victim. 


"I turned my eyes away, with a 


feeling of sickness, while the doctor 
began to call for lint and warm wa- 
ter.

"Lucidly my mail shirt had arrived 


from Vienna that very day; and I con- 
gratulated myself on having had it 
sent to me from a quarter the least 
likely to provoke suspicion. I retired 
to my room Instantly and put it on. 
While I was adjusting it, I sent for my 
attache and told him everything—that 
is to say, everything except what bore 
on my suspicions as to the real motive 
of the conspiracy. 


"Montalembert was a young man 


who had real courage and intelligence. 
As soon, as I had explained my inten- 
tions, he eagerly consented to accom- 
pany me, and to assist me in the man- 
ner which I pointed out to him. We 
then left the house together and ar- 
rived in time to join the funeral prc* 
cession just as it was setting out for 
the cemetery. 


"As soon as the, service, was over, 


and the coffin had been lowered into 
the earth, the torches were all extin- 
guished, and the crowd prepared to 
disperse. At this moment I gave the 
last whispered direction to my com- 


panion arid turned my steps slowly 
homeward, leaving him lo diop grad- j 
ually behind. 


"By degrees the various members of 


the crowd separated Irom each other, 
every one going In his own direction. 
On my part 1 was careful not to allow 
myself to be joined by any chance ac- 
quaintance, so that 1 soon found my- 
self walking alone, though I landed I 
could hear the cautious footsteps of 
Montalembert dogging me from be- 
hind. 


"Carefully refraining from any back- 


ward glance, 1 pursued my way i-111 ' 
came to a long and rather narrow 
street which led directly into the one 
In which my house was situated. As 1 
turned into It, I saw something which 
caused my heart to beat violently.

Instead, 1 found myself 
engaged with an active, powerful man, 
who let fall his crutches, and struggled 
so desperately in my gra^p that 11 was 
all I could do to prevent hie escape till 
Montalembert came to my assistance.

000 bushels of wheat. One-half soctloi 
made 2G bushels, the poorest of all 
This year on 1,350 acres they tliresbV 
nearly 26,000 husholn. 
Last year' 


crop sold at 75 cents from their owi 
elevator. 
What they have sold o 


this year's crop brought 
$100 a 


threshing time. Eight thousand bual 
els unsold would bring now around 
$1.25. The manager and part owner 
was raised in Ohio and fanned 111 
Washington several years. 
He and 


his wife spent last winter In Ohio. 
She told mo a few days ago that the 
climata hero was much better than 
Ohio. 


A man by tho namo of George Clarlt 


threshed 75 bushels of oats, 45 bush- 
els of barley and 35 bushels ot wheat 
to the acre. IIo had 15,000 bushels ot 
old oats as well as wheat and barley 
in his granaries that have almost 
doubled In price. 
He camo from 


Washington, where he sold a largo 
body ot land around $200 that ho 
bought around $3.00 per acre. IIo then 
refers to a failure. A large company 
In the eastern states, owning a largo 
farm near Hussar pays its manager 
$3,000 a year. 
The farm has not 


been a success. 
Probably the man- 


ager's fault. Mr. Harris says condi- 
tions are not as good as could be 
wished for, but on the ending of the 
war good crops,, with war prices, will 
certainly change conditions, and It 
seoms to mo that the one who owns 
Jand that will raise 100 bushels of 
oats, 75 bushels ot barley or -10 bush- 
els ot wheat is the one who "laughs 
last." 


The abovo yields may seem exag- 


gerations to many, and are far abovo 
tho average, but you should remember 
that the man who fails Is counted In 
to make the average, and there arc 
Instances on record hero that would 
far exceed tho above figures. 


Nor is grain the only profitable 


thing that can be raised here. There 
are many fine horse ranches, some of 
them stocked with cayuses and bred 
to thoroughbreds, and others Import- 
ed from the old countries. They run 
on the range nearly all the year. The 
owners put up wild hay to feed them 
If the snow should got too deep for 
them to get the dead grass. 
There 


are several hundred in sight of here 
most of the time. There are several 
cattle ranches north of here that have 
from GOO to 7,000 head of cattle. One 
man I know sold $45,000 worth of fat 
cattle this fall. 
He winters his cat- 


tle on farms where they have lots o£ 
straw and water, paying 75 cents a 
month per head, or If there is enough 
straw to winter 400 or 500 head they 
buy the straw and water and have a 
man to look after the cattle.—Adver- 
tisement.

Now 
add a few drops of vegetable coloring 
and mi3t. 


Cut the paste into the desired size 


for the buttons and mold into shape. 
Dip tiny beads into glue and pat into 
the button with the aid of a needle. 
Take some fine -white covered hat wire, 
make a small loop and twist tbe two 
ends together to form a point to be in- 
serted into the paste. Dip tbe point 
in glue and insert in the paste. Place 
the- completed buttons in a box in a 
dry place for a week.

Corn may be safely planted 


about two inches deep, If planted too 
deep say four or five inches, the food 
stored in the kernel Is used up by 
the young plant before it reaches the 
surface with the result that there is 
a lack of strength to push the sprout 
above the ground.

this corn planting business there is 
one more point to look out for. We 
all want our corn fields to look the 
very best.

CZAR'S ARMY IS IN RETREAT 


Eight Thousand Troops Taken Prison- 


er* by Germans—Enemy Reported 
to 
Be Retreating—Trophies Cap- 


tured Not Estimated. 


Berlin, May E.—The Austro-German 


armies operating against the Russians 
in western Gallca have won a great 
victory, It Is announced In an official 
statement from the war office. 


According to the announcement 


the Auntro-Gcrman forces, after bitter 
fighting, 
pierced 
and 
even-where 


crushed the entire Russian front In 
western Galicla from the neighbor- 
hood of the Hungarian frontier to the 
point where the Lmnajec river flows 
into the Vistula. 


The Russians are officially reported 


lo be In retreat, leaving behind enor- 
mous quantities of booty, which have 
fallen Into tha hands of the Germans 
and Austrian* 
At Milan the Rus- 


sians loat 1,700 prisoners. 


The official statement of the Ger- 


man war onlco that the Germans have 
broken through the Russian front In 
western Gallcia, capturing the Rus- 
sians across the Dunajec, has caused 
a great outburst of jubilation in Ber- 
lin. The city Is decorated anil noisy 
crowds fill the streets. 


Tho Germai official statement fol- 


lows: 


"During their pursuit of the Rus- 


sians who were fleeing in the dlrec- 


1 tion of Riga. German soldiers yester- 


day captured four cannon and four 
machine guns. 
South of Mltau we 


took 1,700 prisoners. Increasing tbo 
total number to 3,200 more. 


"Attacks 01 the nusp'ans southeast 


of Kalywria failed with heavy losses 
to the enemy. 
The Russians were 


driven across the Skesupa, leaving 330 
prisoners 'n our hands. 


"Northeast cf Sklernlewice the Rus- 


sians sustained a heavy defeat and 
loot a great number In killed as well 
as 100 prisoners. 


"In the southeastern theater of war 


(Galicla) In the presence ot Archduke 
Frederick, soldiers under command ot 
General von Mackensen of the Ger- 
r.ipn 
army, 
after 
bitter 
fighting, 


pierced and everywhere crushed the 
entire western front in western Ga- 
llcia. from the neighborhood of the 
Hungarian frontier to tho point where 
tho Dunajec river flows into the Vis- 
tula. 


"Such of the enemy as succeeded in 


escaping made a hasty retreat toward 
the east, hotly pursued by the Teu- 
tonic allies. The trophies of this vic- 
tory cannot even bo approximately 
estimated at this time."

ONE. REPORTED SUNK BY BIG 


TURK GUNS. 


Invading Forces Establish Themselves 


on Both Sides of the Dardanelles- 


Take Gallipoll Towns. 


Amsterdam, May 3.—The British 


battleships Majestic and Triumph have 
been damaged and forced to withdraw 
from the fighting line, the French 
cruiser Jeanne d'Arc was set afire by 
Turkish shells, an English destroyer 
was sunk and two transports ot the 
allies were hit and one of them 
beached, according to the Turkish of- 
ficial statement received here on Fri- 
day, via Berlin. 


The statement follows: 
"Sixteen armored cruisers and many 


destroyers attacked our advanced bat- 
teries in the narrows on Tuesday and 
fired thousands of shells on our bat- 
teries and infantry positions. 


"They wounded a number of sol- 


diers. 


"Two transports off Sedd-El-Bahr 


•were repeatedly struck by our shells 
and one of them was beached. The 
British battleships Majestic and Tri- 
umph were damaged and withdrew 
from the fighting line. Our batteries 
also damaged tho French cruiser 
Jeanne d'Arc. which was set on fire. 


"Wo also sank an English destroyer 


in the entrance to the narrows." 


London, May 3.—The town of Mat- 


dos, five miles above the narrows of 
the Dardanelles, has been bombarded 
and is in flames; two towns havo been 
captured from the Turks and three 
other towns occupied by British, while 
a Turkish transport has been sunk, ac- 
cording to an admiralty report issued 
on Friday.

FOUR SHIPS SUNK IN BATTLE 


British Torpedo Boat and Trawler De- 


stroyed—Germans Lose Two 


Vessels in North Sea. 


London, May 4 —In a small naval 


engagement in the North sea on Satur- 
day a British torpedo-boat destroyer 
and an English trawler were sunk and 
two German torpedo boats were sent 
to the bottom after a running flght, 
according to an announcement made 
by the admiralty. The text of the ad- 
miralty statement follows: 


"A series of small affairs took place 


in the neighborhood of the Galloper 
and North lightships on Saturday. 
During the forenoon tho British de- 
stroyer Recruit was sunk by a sub- 
marine and four officers and 21 men 
of the 
crew were saved by the 


trawler Daisy. 


"At 3 p. m. tha trawler Colombia 


was attacked by two German torpedo 
boats from the westward. The Colom- 
b •. was torpedoed and sunk, only one 
deckhand being saved. 


"A division ot British destroyers 


chased the Germans and after a run- 
ning flght lasting an hour both tho 
Germans were sunk. 


"There were no casualties among 


tho Drltish ships and two German offi- 
cers and 44 men were rescued and 
made prisoners." 


Val! Reported to Be Negotiating With 


Foe_Flghting Continues Day and 
Night In the Dardanelles 
Between 


Warships and Forts. 


London, May 6.—British troops are 


advancing into the interior of the 
Galllpoli peninsula, according to an of- 
ficial statement issued on Tuesday in 
London. 


The statement Is as follows: 
"During tho night of May 1 and 2 


and the night of May 2 and 3 the 
enemy launched strong and deter- 
mined attacks in mass against our 
positions, constantly bringing fresh 
troops. 


"Not only did the allies repulse 


every 
attack, 
inflicting 
enormous 


losses on tho enemy, but we assumed 
the offensive, drove the enemy out of 
their positions and are now advanc- 
ing into the interior of the peninsula." 


In a dispatch from Athens received 


by the London Exchange Telegraph 
company tho declaration IB made that 
the vail of Smyrna has entered fresh 
negotiations with the allies for the 
surrender of the town, 


A Tenedos dispatch to tho Daily 


News says: 


"Fierce fighting continues day and 


night in the Dardanelles. 
The ships 


of the fleet are -vorklng In shifts and 
the bombardment is Incessant. 
In 


spite of desperate resintance, we have 
made steady progress, both on land 
and sea. The most vital points of 
the enemy's defenses now are strong- 
ly invested." 


The bombardment of the Turkish 


forts on the Gulf of Smyrna has been 
resumed, according to messages re- 
ceived at Athens from MItylene, and 
the warships of the allies continue 
their lively shelling of the forts on 
the Dardanelles. 


Tha allies are reported to have ef- 


fected a landing near the site of 
ancient Ephesus, 35 miles southeast 
of Smyrna. 


OH Steamer 
Gulflight Bound From

London, May 4.—The American oil 


steamer Gulflight was torpedoed In the 
English channel on Saturday by a Ger- 
man submarine. Her captain died of 
heart disease from the shock and two 
members of her crew of 36 were 
drowned.

Gulflight, 
a 
3,202-ton 
ship, 


owned by the Gulf Refining company 
of Texas, was bound from Port Arthur, 
Tex., to Rouen with a cargo of naphtha 
when she was attacked off Bishop 
lighthouse, in the Scllly islands. 


The vessel, although badly damaged, 


stayed afloat and waa towed to shore 
by steam drifters and beached. 
The 


rescued members of the crew were 
landed by a patrol boat at Scllly. 


The Gulflight la the fourth Amer- 


ican steamer destroyed either by mines 
or submarines in the sea war zone 
since February 18 and the fifth Ameri- 
can vessel sunk In all, the William P. 
Frye having been sunk in the South 
Atlantic by the German raider Prinz 
Eltel Friedrich.

He 
was one of the prominent leaders in 
the recent coal miners' strike In 
Colorado.

Paris, May 3.—The German bom-

12-Inch shells were dropped in the 
town. One hundred and fifty persons, 
mostly civilians, were killed or in- 
jured.

I have nevor been In- 
dicted for a grand jury. I have been 
stationed at Austin, a good deal of 
the time. 


"I gol my promotions all the way 


from private to captain by my su- 
perior officers being killed by Mexican 
bandits. 
Sergt. Charles Fusselman 


was killed by Mexican smugglers In 
Ihe Franklin mounlains, April 17,1890. 
I took his place. Capt. Frank Jones 
was killed on Pirate island by Mex- 
icans on June 30, 1893, and I was ap- 
pointed by Governor Hogg to fill his 
place. My appointment as captain Is 
dated July 4, 1893. For several years 
I did not expect to live to the age 
that I am now. I expected to be killed 
by criminals. 


"1 have a scrapbook thai is very 


inleresling lo all old-timers, and a 
great many ol my friends want me to 
write a book of my life as a ranger, 
but I don't expect to ever do so for 
several reasons. One of those is that 
I do nol crave notoriety. Another Is 
that I do not need the money. I have 
accumulated enough of this world's 
goods to be able to keep the wolf 
from the door. I am nol rich, how- 
ever."

Dr Louis Frank, a member of one 


of Milwaukee's pioneer families, has 
completed a medical history of Mil- 
waukee which Is of great Interest and 
va'ue to the people of the entire state. 


To my mind, nothing in 
Dr. 


Frank's book is more illumniating 
than the tables in which he shows of 
what disease the people died, year 
by year, for the past forty years. As 
a part of this study, he has compiled 
a table showing the most important 
causes of death for the past twenty 
years as compared with the preced 
ing twenty. 


Today as you frequently see in 


reports from Health Departments, 
pneumonia and tuberculosis are the 
most frequent 
causes 
for 
death, 


whereas, from 1870 to 1891 convul- 
sions and intestinal diseases of child- 
hood headed the list. During the last 
twenty years, convulsions is tenth, 
due to more Intelligent feeding and 
caring for infants. 
Whereas small- 


pox ranked fourth as the cause of 
death from 1870 to 1891, from 1892 
to 1914 it is at the bottom of the list. 
Practically no deaths are due from 
smallpox today. 


Diptheria changed Its position from 


fifth in the early period to eighth in 
the latter period. Antitoxin is chief- 
ly 
responsible 
for this 
decrease. 


Scarlet fever was seventh from 1870 
to 1891; from 1892 to 1914 it was 
fifteenth. Better quarantine secured 
this increased safety. Meningitis was 
relatively much less important In the 
last twenty years than it was In the 
preceding twenty years; typhoid and 
measles somewhat less. 


The most abrupt jumps upward in 


the second period from the position 
occupied in the early periood are 
made by kidney disease from sev- 
enteenth to sixth; cancer from four- 
teenth to fifth; heart disease from 
tenth to third; and pneumonia from 
sixth to first. 


Dr. Frank's table is not built on 


actual Increase or decrease in num- 
bers, but upon, change of position. 
Obviously, therefore, when smallpox 
drops from the top of one column to 
the bottom to Its parallel column, it 
has had to crowd more common dis- 
eases nearer the head of the list. 
Nevertheless, this table gives point 
and general confirmat'on to the truth 
recently pointed out in this column,' 
that common disease of early life are 
growing less and the degenerative 
diseases of adult life are increasing. 


The above gains offer incourage- 


ment to, and great promise from, in- 
creasing Intelligent care of infants; 
antitoxin In, all cases of diphtheria 
and membranous croup; and enforc- 
ing quarantine in all cases of scarlet_ 
fever.
